ſevenths Chappell on the firſt dap of July in the yeere of our Lozd, 


one thouſand ſix bundꝛed fo2ty th2ce:and after the firſt meeting, bring

removed from place to place, and alſo that the [aid Aſſembly ſhall be 
diſtolved in luch manner as by both Houſes of Parliament (hall be di⸗ 
(rected; And the ſaid percons, 02 lo many of them as ſhall be

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bereby _— enfoyned, from time to time during this p2e- 
ſent Parltament, oz untill further O2der bee taken, by both 
the laid Houſes, to conferre and treat amongſt themſelves of ſuch 
matters and things, touching and concerning the Liturgy, dit- 
cipline and Government of the Church of England, oꝛ the vindicating 
and clearing of the doctrine of the lame from all falſe alpertions 
and miſconſiructions, as ſhall be pzopoſed unto them by both oꝛ 
either of the laid Houſes of Parliament, and no other, and to deliver 
their Opinions and Adviſes of, oz touching the matters afozeſaid, 
as ſhall be moſt ag2ixable to the wrozd of God, to both 62 either of 
the ſaid Houſes, from time to time, in luch manner and lot, as by 
both 02 either of the ſaid Houſes of Parliament, (hail be required, # 
the lame not to divulge by pzinting, Waiting oz othrrwiſe without 
the conſent of both oꝛ either Houſe of Parliament. And be it further 
O2datned by the authozity afozeſaid, that William Twill Doftoz 
in Divinity (hall ſit in the Chaire as P2olocuto2 of the ſaid Aſem- 
bly, and if he happen to die oꝛ be letted by ſickeneſſe oz other neceſſary 
impediment, then ſuch other perſon to be appointed in bis place, as 
ſhall be agried on, by both the ſaid Houſes of Parliament; And in 
caſe, any differance of Opinion (hail happen among the laid pcr- 
ſons ſo aſſembled, touching any the matters, that (hall be pzopoſed 
to them as afozcſaid, that then they (hall repzeſent the Came, to⸗ 
gether with the reaſons thereof to both oꝛ either the laid Youſes res 
ſpectively, to the end luch further direction may be given therein, as 
ſhall be requiſite in that behalke. And be it further O2dained by 
the authozity afoꝛeſaid, That fo2 the Charges and Expences of 
the laid Divines; and every of them, in attending the ſatdſervice, 
th're ſhall be allowed unto every of them that (hall lo attend, bu: 
ring the time of their lald attendance, and fo2 ten dates bekoze and 
ten daies after the lumme of koure ſhillings fo2 everyday, at the 
char ges of the Common ⸗ wealth, at ſuch time and in luch manner as 
by both Houles of Parliament ſhall be appointed. And be it further - 
Oꝛdained, That all and every the ſaid Divines, lo as afozeſatd re: 
quired and enjoyned to miert and aſſemble. „** 
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ſo Aſſembled, oz ſit, ſhall have power and authority ; and art 1 
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tall to all intents and purpoſes, and allo ali luch wages and atlow- 
ances fo2 the ſaid fervice , during the time cf bis oz their atten⸗ 
dance, as to any other of the Catd perſons in this Oꝛt inance is by 
this Ozrinance umited and appointed. P2ovided alwaies that 
this O2itnance 02 any thing therein contained, ſhailnor give unta 
the perſons afo2eſaid, o2 any of them, noz (hall they in this aſſem⸗ 
bly allume to exerciſe any Juriſdiction, Power, oz Authority Ec: 
cleſiaſticall whatſoever , 02 any other Power, then is herein patti⸗ 
tularly expꝛeſled. 
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
